'_ Parents are so apt to forget that forms change. Conven- 
tions of conduct are unlike those of their day. Some parents 
try to mold youth ,to their own present, elderly ideas of con- 
ventions of a quarter of a century ago. Other parents are be- 
wildered and leave everything to the unformed judgment of 
their children. In both cases the children take the bits in their 
teeth and run as they will. -And in both cases they are apt to 
look upon the parental ideas with contempt,- with superior 
amusement, or with'bitterness. / 


_ Wise parents are those who have realized from the begin- 


ning that although forms differ, principles remain, the same. 
If they have given the child principles of right living, they may 
safely let him adapt his forms. 


Moreover, the children are better educated, better fitted for 


life than their parents were at their age. If they are not, the 
parents have failed. 


Why not, then, give youth a little rein ? Let the boy try out 


his eager business enthusiasms. Let the girl move all the fur- 
niture and plan the meals. .If the old ways are better, they will 
soon enough find it out. If the new ways really work, isn't it 
fine that the youn£ things have always to remember the co- 
operation rather than the checks of their old folks ? 


Do we want the world to grow better? Then we must give 


faith to our youth.

A poor woman named Mrs. Ford, working in an English

Though Mrs. Ford and Jher family are 
envied- by a whole nation, they might be better off without the 
money.

mentable. Thousands of foolish people, all their lives will 
gamble their slender savings in the hope of making a big win- 
ning, just because Mrs. Ford did. Every such, stroke of luck is 
a deadly blow to--thrift, character and progress.

Portsmouth this natural playground 
and it only remains for the present 
city government to purchase an option 
or lease same for a short term of years 
with privilege of purchasing-, and then 
draw up a plan of development, cov- 
ering a long term of years.

budget than any so far imposed, there 
is little hope for any marked 
in- 


creases in the salaries of government 
employes in the reclassiflcation 
now 


going forward. 


The retrenchment program of 
the 


President is to be carried out inten- 
sively in all directions, and one of the 
easiest and simplest ways of holding 
down the Federal expenses is to delay 
the long-awaited 
payroll 
"reform" 


Which has been the driving force of 
reclassiflcation ever since war condi- 
tions sent the cost of living sky high 
in ~ Washington. 


The domination of the personal clas- 


sification board by the Budget Bureau 
means that the policies of Gen. H. M. 
Lord, director of the budget, are to be 
carried out effectively by the former 
organization. General Lord has told all 
the government executives that they 
must either submit to the 
economy 


program or sever their connection with 
the service. 


The fact is that whatever Increases 


to be granted Federal workers will just 
about equalize the loss of the 
war 


time bonus of $240 per annum. 
In 


thousands of cases, undoubtedly, em- 
ployes will receive less under the re- 
classification than they do upon the 
present basis. In others, especialy in 
the cases of the older employes, they- 
will recerwe more, but the general ex- 
pectation of horizontal increases will 
not be realized. 


When the Sterling-Lehlbach meas- 


ure was passed by Congress it was es- 
timated in a general way that the cosa 


of putting it 
into 
effect 
would be 


slightly less than the annual appro- 
priation which Congress makes for the 
bonus, approximately 530,000,000. This 
estimate was sufficient to indicate that 
officials generally had 
in mind an 


equalization rather than a general in^ 
crease in pay for government-workers. 


In the meantime the pressure upon 


al government departments for furth- 
er retrenchment has increased, 
and 


while the salaries for Federal employes 
at present are fixed by statute 
and 


cannot be reduced, there are way by 
which the number.of workers in given 
grades and types of work drawing the 
higher rates of pay can be made to 
give way to recruits from the civil ser- 
vice who will accept the smaller sal- 
aries.

when in all probability appropriations 
for personnel will be made

lump sum rather than a statuory ba-

long-fought-for 


personnel reform means anything in 
the way ol real improvement of their 
pay envelope status or not. Under 
conditions, '..he outlook for such Im- 
provement is exceedingly dark.

Chicago.—The University ot Chica- 


go is planning to send out twelve pro- 
fessors on important research expedi- 
tions this summer.

Geneva.—The recent assassination 


ot the Russian diplomat Vorowsky, .at 
Lausanne, had a rather curious after- 
math here, not without its humorous 
aspect. 


The day after the murder the com- 


muniats of Geneva organized a meet- 
ing of protest at the Apollo Theatre. A 
group of university students had it in 
mind to break up the meeting by force 
when one of their number conceived 
the idea' of playing a practical joke, 
designed to alleviate the possibility of 
bloodshed and gain the desired end at 
the same time.

to assemble, the student with the idea, 
telephoned to the theatre and asked for 
the communist leader. 


"Chief of police speaking." said the

There_must be no procession, no 
communication to the press: otherwise 
you all go to jail."
